Ransacked by Police. 


GRAVE CRIME SUSPECTED. 


THE MYSTERIOUS HOUSE OF 
BELLEVILLE. 


It Was Long Held in Awe bw the Peo- 
ple and the Officers Determined 
on Investigation, Which Re- 
sulted in Nothing. 


An old house which was once the home 
of a pair of hermits in Bellevilie was ran- 
sacked by the police Monday from cellar to 
garret in search of a supposed corpse. A 
part of the wall was torn down in the cel- 
lar in the expectation that behind it would 
be found the grewSome evidence of a crime. 
Nothing was found, but there will be no 
abatement of the awe in which the Httle 
old house has been held by the people of 
the neighborhood. 

Barbara Oefflein, the hermit, and her 
queer abode were for twenty-five years one 
of the sights of Belleville. The house is 
at the southeast corner of Charles and B 
streets. It iz of brick and a story and a 
haif in height. It would not look different 
from a hundred other houses in Belleviiie, 
where story and a half houses are the rule, 
if it were not for the fact that the outer 
walls are plastered. The plastering seems 
to have been done in response to an impulse 
which did not last until the work was com- 
pleted. The plastering is distributed even- 
ly up to the low eaves and there it stops, 
with a few splashes and daubs. 

During the l.fetime of the owners, Barbara 
Oefflein and her husband, the front door 
and the windows were never opened. 
old man and the old woman passed out and 
in through the kitchen door. Nobody else 
was ever permitted to enter. 

The house was and is surrounded by a 
high fence, as uns:ghtly as ill-matched 
boards and the absence of paint could make 
it. The only gate in this fence is at the 
side, the front being closed completely. 

For twenty-five years before her death, 
two years ago, Barbara Oefflein had not left 
the back yard of her home. Nobody knew 
exactiy why. She was known to have taken 
a vow never to leave the premises until 
she should be carried out on the way to the 
cemetery, but her reason for taking the

The Queensberry rules do not specify 
what points are, and referees wWno are 
called upon to judge limited bouts take 
their cue from the amateur rules, which 
are very explicit on the subject.

“In all competitions the decision shall be 
given in favor of the competitor who dis- 
plays the best style and obtains the great- 
est number of points. The points shall be: 

For attack—Direct, clean hits with the 
knuckles of cither hand, on any part of the 
front or sides of the head, or body above 
the belt. Defense—Guarding, slipping, duck- 
ing, counter hitting or getting awav. Where 
points are ‘otherwise equal, consideration 
to be given the man who does most of the 
leadirg off.’’ 

Therefore, a boxer might receive one blow 
that made him groggy, but if he had scored 
the most points and was on his feet at the 
close of the last round, he would be enti- 
tled to the referee's decision.

its defects, for it has both. 

From the first let us bar all contrast with

at best, and often odious. Besides, the or- 
ganizations are in nO way comparable, ex- 
cept that both sing.

Singers should be so trained before it de- 
mands the public’s good money that it 
should make no difference whether it is the 
first or the 2lst performance. But—— 

Mr. Savage’s company, at its first per- 
formance, was not up to the high stand- 
ard set by the Caetle Square singers in 
the other cities on his circuit. It was not 
up to the mark that he and his assistants 
led us to believe would be adhered = to. 
This is meant in the broad, general sense; 
there were points of individual excellence, 
but on the whole the opera was something 
of a disappointment. Be it nervousness, 
unfamiliarity with the hall, lack of train- 
ing or anything else you may be pleased 
to term it, this first performance of 
“Faust’’ Monday night was only a partia! 
success. 

Why? 

Above all else, the Mephistopheles 
bad. If badness be an attribute of 
prototype of this character, as the 
school teaches us to believe, then 
Chase was a very devil of a devil—for he 
was very bad. It really was a case of sub- 
stitute with him; Hinshaw, who was to 
have sung the part, was ill. That fact is 
bad, too. If we are to be inflicted with 
the suddenly developed illness of principals 
and the substitution of incompetent under- 
studies, we and Mr. Savage are starting 
all wrong Afd the reformation in this 
respect cannot begin too soon. 

Then, as Martha, Maude Lambert intro- 
duced a woman in hoopskirts, with a 
mincing, old maid walk and a cheap farce 
manner, and this detracted measurably 
from the dignity of the performance. We 
were led to believe that we would have 
at least corréct presentations of the operas 
given, and so violent a transgression of all 
tradition in the way of Miss Lambert’s 
Martha is not only shocking in an artistic 
way, but it is unnecessary and undigni- 
fied. Why, one looked for a cakewalk 
from her during her promenade with Me- 
phisto, and truth to say, she did put in 
some of the steps. 

Another thing was the irregularity of the 
action. The first part of the evening went 
almost in ragtime, it was so rapid; the 
latter part was doleful at times in its slow. 
ness, and even the raps of the conductor 
could not liven things up. As a conse- 
quence, it was well on to 11:30 o’clock when 
the last notes were sung. A happy me- 
dium between both rapidity and slowness 
will be grateful.

The ‘‘masses’’ of this city 
do not need any such bait as catch pennies. 
Give them real opera, with all points cov- 
ered in proper style, and the “‘masses”’ will 
attend, but they will resent all claptrap. 
The opera was looked after so closely in 
some parts that this was the more sur- 
prising and that after all is the keynote of 
the lack of entire success Monday. * We do 
not want our fine opera tainted with horse- 
play or cheapness.

FOR TWO YOUNG GIBKLS. 


SISTERS TAKEN -FROM_ HIM. 


Removed From an Old Building at 
Second and O’Fallon by Police and 
Restored to Their Aunt.

Katie Noland, aged 12, and Ella Noland, 
aged 11, were rescued from an old building 
at the corner of Second and ’Fallon etreets 
late Monday evening by Capt. Kieley. 

The Noland children are orphans. Their 
father died recently and they were taken 
in charge by Mrs and Mrs. Matthew No- 
land, an uncle and aunt, who live at 2837 
Benton street. A brother of the girls, 
who also answers to the name of Matthew, 
went to the home at 2837 Benton, two weeks 
ago and demanded the children. 

‘“‘He used violent language,”’ said Mrs. 
Noland, “and stormed around here until I 
finally told him to take them. He prom- 
ised to bring them home the next day, and 
when he. didn’t come we made a search 
and found them living in two filthy rooms 
at Second and O'Fallon. We got the offi- 
cers to help us and went down there Mon- 
day evening at 5 o'clock. The oldest girl 
thought shc was going to be arrested and 
ran away. We brought Elia, the youngest, 
home with us. The brother who had taken 
them away promised to find Katie and 
bring her home, which he did about 9 
o’ciock last night. He cried and said he 
was sorry for what he had done, and 

romised to let them alone hereafter. He 

ad three other girls there, cousins of his, 
and when he was out of work he would 
send them out to beg. Their grandmother 
took them away yesterday.”’ 

Capt. Kieley said the case was brought 
to his attention by Rev. Father Dempsey, 
to whom the aunt, Mrs. Noland, had first 
appealed. 

“I looked into the.affair and found that 
the boy was of age and the legal guardian 
of’the children. He made no objection when 
we asked him to give them u He seems 
to be an honest sort of a fellow and was 
trying to take care of his little sisters, but 
he is out of employment most of the time. 
I don’t know that he forced the girl to 
beg, as their aunt charges, but if he had 
refused to give them up I would have 
placed a special officer there to see that 
the children were not used for thet pur- 

ose,” 

The children were in a distressing condi- 
tion when they reached home Tuesday. 
Their clothes were torn almost from their 
backs, their hair had not been combed for 
two weeks, thetr shoe soles were gone and 
they had been wandering about the levee 
in the mud in their stocking feet.

NEWBURG, N. Y., Nov. 7.—The Rev. Cy- 
rus Dixon's advocacy of the extermina- 
tion by chloroform of persons convicted of 
grave crimes has made that heretofore re- 
tiving preacher much talked about. He 
stands by his guns, however. 

“Ixperts and specialists in eriminology 
have told us,”’ said he to the Post-Dispatch 
to-day, ““‘that crime is incurable and he- 
riditary. Others, who have worked for the 
reformation of the criminal and lower 
classes, tell us that no more than 1 per 
cent are ever reformed. If we do not wish 
to maintain this class at the expense of 
the honest taxpayers, what are we going 
to do about it? I don’t believe that my 
Gens are ini harmony with the views of 
clergymen generally. I do not know any 
ethane clergyman who holds them, nor do 
~f! think them likely to prove popular with 
clergymen. 

‘hven if a criminal should be reformed, 
there is a probability of his children get- 
ting back to original conditions. Nnmerous 
instances of reversion in color of skin and 
in temperament are known. Crime goes 
deeper than the individual. Its effects are 
far-reaching and while they may lie der- 
mant for a generation or more, they wil! 
come to the surface. 

“‘Seventy-tive per cent of the children re- 
claimed from the slums and sent to the 
West to good homes revert sooner or later 
to their early surroundings, and while in- 
stances of gi ood men resulting are frequent, 
there Is that law of reversion again. 

“I believe that the jaws of nature do not 
differ materially in society from those in 
the lower animal and vegetable world. In 
society we try to reform the lower strata; 
in the lower animal and vegetable king- 
doms that which has at least a fair degree 
of excellence is cultivated. The worthiess 
is ruthlessly destroyed. The reformation 
plan in society is a failure. We have got 
to do more than preach morals.’

PENNY LAUNDRIES ABOLISHED. 


Prices of Washing and Ironing Have 
Advanced. 

As predicted in the Post-Dispatch sev- 
eral days ago, the cheap laundries of St. 
Louis have decided to be cheap no longer. 
It will not hereafter be possible to get one’s 
shirts and things done up at prices which 
will leave a margin for the purchase of 
other necessities of Hfe. ‘‘Biled shirts” 
will be a luxury. When a man goes after 
his little bundle on Saturday night he will 
no longer = his change in coppers. All 
the change he will get will be In the bundle. 

The copper has been eliminated by the 
erstwhile cheap laundries. As the Post-Dis- 
patch announced they would, they have re- 
vised their scale so that even prices will 
prevail. Work that formerly cost 7 cents 
will now cost 10 cents and 3 cents, on the 
price-list has been raised to 5. 

This makes the laundry rate uniform. 
The cheap laundries have placed them- 
selves on the same footing as the laundries 
in the St. Louls Laundrymen’s Associa- 
tion. The cheap laundrymen have hitherto 
maintained an organization know as the 
aaundrymen's Club. The rise in prices 

was decided upon at meetigs of this club 
extending over the last month.
